ABRAHAM LINCOLN 

The slxt's-nth prenldcut of the United 
Slap**; I mm In Kentucky. February 12, 
180b. He removed with Id* family In 
1810 to Kjmneer county, 1 ml bum. uml 
for the next ten years waa engaged In 
lulMirou* work uf various kind", li v- 
Ing only almtit a year** schooling at in¬ 
terval*. Ill* own mother, llsirn Nancy 
Hank* l taught him to reml, nml Ida 
step-mother urged him forward In Ida 
studies. He read, mol reread In early 
liovh'MsI the Illhle, Aesop's Fables. 1*11- 
grliiifi Progress. Robliison Chino, We- 
etn'a Life of Wa*hlngtoii, mid n hlatory 
of the United Slate*; and after till* 
early cotirae of reading, he rend eagerly 
every bmik he could lay hands on, often 
iHirrowlug from his neighbor*. The 
poems of Burn" and the play* of 
8 Itakr*parc heetine hl« fuvoHte* He 
mIno wrote nt first rude, course satire*, 
crude verse* and coniiwndtioim on gov¬ 
ernment. on temperance and other sub 
Ject* of n kindred sort. At the age of 
ldm*t«*en he took 11 cargo down the 
river lo New Orleans, where In* got 
III* first Impression* of slavery, which 
he never forgot. On the breaking out 
if the Black Hawk War. In 1832, lie 
Joined h volunteer company, nml a* 
captain lie nerved five week* in the 
campaign. He next opened a coivitry 
store, was appointed postmaster of New 
Salem. III., Iiegan to study biw and nt 
iIh* **me time turned a muyour hind 
surveyor. In 1834 he was elected n 
niemlier of the Illinois legislature, to 
which lie wa* again returned at the 
throe f 'Mowing biennial election*, and 
til 18341 he was llceiised to practice law. 
In 1846 he xvns elected a ix*pn»s»*ntntlve
